From Monday, November 5 to Sunday, November 11, the 
Laurentian University community will celebrate its 7th Native Aware- 
ness Week. This event, in which the Sudbury public is invited to par- 
ticipate, provides an opportunity to become familiar with First Na- 
tions peoples and their contributions to society, and brings Native cul- 
ture and issues to the forefront. Prominent First Nations leaders, activ- 
ists, and artists from a variety of fields will share their experiences 
during workshops, symposia and other events. The week wraps up 
with a traditional pow wow, to be held in the University's Great Hall. 
The theme for this year's event is "Celebrating the 7th Generation." 
All events are free.

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Mike Harris Visits Laurentian: 

One Step Closer to Better Health Care

Mike Harris, Ontario's Pre- 
mier on October 25th stated that his 
government is taking another step 
towards creation a northern medical 
school to encourage more doctors to 
practice in the north. 

"The people of our province, 
including those right here in north- 
ern Ontario, expect and deserve qual- 
ity health care, closer to home," said 
Harris. "Our made-in-Northern-On- 
tario medical school will help ensure 
families can get professional medi- 
cal care, when and where they need 
it." 

Speaking at Laurentian Uni- 
versity, Harris announced the crea- 
tion of a northern Medical School Im- 
plementation Management Commit- 
tee to help the government move for- 
ward with plans for the new school, 
the committee will be chaired by 
Sudbury Mayor Jim gordon and will 
also include Thunder Bay Councilor 



Rene Larson, Kirkland Lake 
Councilor Linda Cunningham, and 
Laurentian University Professor 
Geoffrey Tesson. When appointed, 
the dean of the medical school will 
also serve on the committee. 

"This new medical school is 
just what Sudbury and Northern 
Ontario needs," said Mayor gordon. 
"The Harris government has again 
shown that they understand North- 
ern communities, and they are help- 
ing us lay the groundwork for a great 
future." 

Sudbury's Laurentian Uni- 
versity will be the main site of On- 
tario's first-ever northern medical 
school. An additional clinical educa- 
tion campus will be located in thun- 
der Bay at Lakehead University. The 
new medical school will make use 
of the latest e-leaming technology to 
educate medical professionals. 

It is expected that the new 
medical school will begin admitting 



students in 2004. Of the 55 under- 
graduates admitted that year, 20 are 
expected to move on to Thunder Bar 
in 2006 to complete two years of 
clinical training, the remaining 35 
students will stay in Sudbury for their 
clinical training. Both campuses will 
offer permanent postgraduate 
specialty positions. 

research has shown that 
nearly 70% of doctors practice medi- 
cine close to where they study, the 
new medical school will help address 
the doctor shortage by both training 
more doctors and encouraging them 
to stay and practice in the north. 

"We're working hard to en- 
sure that Ontario's health care sys- 
tem can meet the needs of our grow- 
ing and aging population," said 
Harris. "We recognize that, here in 
Ontario, our health care system faces 
some special challenges, and we will 
make sure our system can meet those 
challenges." 



Pub DownUnder Cracking 
Down on Invalid Identification

It seems that every year the 
question of what constitutes as a valid 
legal piece of identification arises. 
This year there hasn't been too many 
complaints but we feel that it is nec- 
essary to once again point out to eve- 
ryone what can be accepted to gain 
entry into the Pub. According to sub- 
section 30 (6) of the Liquor License 
Act, there are 5 types of Identifica- 
tion that can be legally accepted. 
They are as follows: 

1. A driver's license issued by the 
Province of Ontario with a photo- 
graph of the person to whom the li- 
cense is issued. 

2. A Canadian passport 

3. A Canadian citizenship card with 
a photograph of the person to whom 
it is issued. 

4. A Canadian Armed forces identi- 
fication card. 

5. A photo card issued by the Board 
(BYID) 

> One of our most popular ar- 
eas of question is the driver's licenses 
with the sticker marked "Valid Photo 
ID Only". The sticker means that le- 
gally only the photo is valid. The in- 
formation on the card is no longer 
accurate due to an expiration of that 
license, change in license class, or 
change of personal information. That 
is why the sticker is supposed to be 
placed over the numerical informa- 
tion on the card. If your license has 
one of these stickers on it, it means 
that your license is temporary. It is 
valid for 90 days, in which time a 
replacement card that has been up- 
dated will be mailed to you. You 
need the piece of paper that was given 
to you because that is the proof that 
the information on your license is 




accurate. You need that piece of pa- 
per to enter the Pub and if you arrive 
without it you will be denied entry 
because your license is not valid 
without it. If you drive without that 
paper and are pulled over, you will 
be ticketed because you'd be driving 
without a proper valid license. 

The reason that you need 
valid ID to be in the Pub is because 
on any night the Liquor Inspector can 
arrive and do ID spot checks. If the 
inspector was to check someone's ID 
and it was to be invalid, then the Pub 
would be written up and could have 
their Liquor License suspended for 
up to 14 days. If this was to happen 
repeated times, the Pub could lose 
their Liquor License and as a result 
would be shut down. If the Liquor 
Inspector checks a person for ID and 
they do not have any, then they are 
considered underage. The same con- 
sequences can occur under these cir- 
cumstances. This is why when an 
under-age person leaves the Pub 
without picking up their ID, we as- 
sume that they have been drinking. 

Another issue of concern has 
been that of student cards. The Pub 
is now asking that all students have 
their student cards updated. The 
University gave everyone to October 
1, 2001 and the Pub has done the 
same. From now on anyone that 
doesn't have an updated student card 
will no longer be granted entry to the 



Pub. The sign-in book is a tool for 
security to use to monitor any non- 
students and visitors that may be in 
the establishment. It is there for your 
safety. In the past on a busy Thurs- 
day night anywhere between 90-100 
people were signed in. Of these 100 
people, approximately 15-20 of those 
are non-students. The remaining are 
students that don't have their student 
cards updated. The cost is only $2 
and can be updated at the library dur- 
ing their regular business hours. You 
need an updated student card to go 
to the gym and to take out library 
books so it isn't asking much to get 
your student cards updated. 

The Pub isn't the only one 
cracking down on valid identifica- 
tion. Both the Liquor and Beer Stores 
have started becoming more strict 
with their ID rules. Driver's licenses 
which are out of date or have "Valid 
Photo Card Only" stickers on them 
will not be accepted without the ac- 
companying paperwork. Showing 
your ID means that the Id must be 
valid and up to date. Anything else 
is unacceptable as a form of identifi- 
cation in Ontario. 

Another option to the driver's 
license is the BYID card from the 
L.C.B.O. This card is a legal, valid 
form of ID. Applications for this card 
can be picked up at the front door of 
the Pub. For a small fee of $ 1 5 any- 
one can get one of these cards from 
the L.C.B.O. It is accepted anytime, 
anywhere, no questions asked.

Gwynne Dyer is a military 
and Middle Eastern expert with vast 
experience in this field. In his public 
lecture, entitled "The New War," he 
will share his insight and vast ex- 
pertise on the current "war on terror- 
ism" declared by the United States 
after the lethal attacks in New York 
and Washington on September 11, 
2001. 

The world is moving towards 
a real war, not a metaphorical one, 
and Canada is certainly involved.

What will Cana- 
da's role be in all this? These are 
questions to which people Want an- 
swers, and Gwynne Dyer can pro- 
vide them from his point of view and 
experience. 

Gwynne Dyer is renowned 
for his commentary and analysis of 
the Gulf War on CBC television and 
his award-winning TV series War. He 
will once again be a regular on "The 
National" as the crisis unfolds. This 
public lecture will deal exclusively 
with the origins and likely course of 
this strange new war. 



Gwynne Dyer has worked as 
a journalist, columnist, broadcaster 
and lecturer on international affairs 
for more than 20 years.

Since 1973, he 
has written columns on international 
affairs in 175 newspapers in some 45 
countries. 

He also produced various tel-

CFI Honours Four Laurentian 
University Researchers

The Canada Foundation for 
Innovation (CFI) recently honoured 
four Laurentian University research- 
ers who received funding from its 
New Opportunities Fund. This pro- 
gram provides infrastructure support 
to newly recruited academic staff and 
helps universities attract world-class 
faculty members in areas that are es- 
sential to the institutions' research 
objectives. 

Dr. Madhur Anand, professor 
of biology, was awarded $73,000 for 
ecological field equipment and high- 
capacity computer workstations. The 
combination of data collection, data- 
mining, and computer simulation 
capabilities are critical for her work 
on modelling recovery dynamics. 
The use of cutting-edge ecological 
theory combined with unique long- 
term monitoring of industrially-dam- 
aged terrestrial ecosystems in the 
Sudbury area will provide regional 
and international researchers and 
policy-makers with better models of 



ecological complexity. 

Dr. Francois Caron, professor 
of chemistry and biochemistry, re- 
ceived $55,000 which will go to- 
wards the establishment of an envi- 
ronmental and radiological analysis 
facility. With 20 nuclear power reac- 
tors and several nuclear waste man- 
agement areas in Ontario, this unique 
project fills the need to look at the 
potential radiocontamination of 
groundwaters. It will also create the 
tools to predict migration and 
groundwater quality data at the point 
of use. 

Dr. Bruno Lafrance, professor 
of earth sciences, was awarded 
$60,000 for a research facility to 
study the applications of electron 
backscattered diffraction and orien- 
tation contrast imaging in geology. 
The Canadian Shield is an old stable 
Precambrian craton, which was 
tectonically active several billion 
years ago. The equipment will be 
used to study the microstructure and 
crystallographic texture of ore min- 
erals (nickel, copper, and gold), and 



thereby contribute new insights on 
the distribution and concentration of 
metals in ore deposits. 

Dr. Graeme Spiers, professor 
of chemistry and biochemistry and 
earth sciences, is director of the Cen- 
tre for Environmental Monitoring. 
He received $85,000 for an induc- 
tively coupled plasma mass 
spectrometer, a core instrument to 
initiate the development of an ana- 
lytical facility for environmental sci- 
ences researchers. This analytical fa- 
cility will enable the training of re- 
search students in techniques for 
analysis samples of biological tis- 
sues, soils, sediments and waters. 
Research results will contribute to the 
understanding of the effects of cli- 
mate change on metal movement 
within ecosystems, and will enable 
researchers to isolate sources of metal 
release to the environment. 

The CFI is an independent, 
not-for-profit corporation, estab- 
lished by the federal government in 
1997 to address an urgem need of 
Canada's research community.

Laurentian University Student Wins the 2001 Fairfax 
Financial Holdings Limited Scholarship 

Teresa Furtak, a second year Laurentian University student in 
biochemistry, is one of 36 university students across Canada who will 
be awarded the prestigious Fairfax Financial Holdings Limited Schol- 
arship. Valued at $5,000 per year, this award may be renewed for three 
more years or until the student completes her or his first degree. 

Teresa Furtak, a Sudbury resident, graduated in June 2000 from 
Marymount Academy with a 98.8% average in her six best Ontario 
Academic Courses (OACs). Recognizing her remarkable success in 
academic work, volunteer activities, and athletic, Laurentian Univer- 
sity awarded her the 2000-2001 National Deans' Entrance Scholarships 
for Excellence in Sciences and Engineering. Valued at $5,000, this schol- 
arship is renewable for four years. As a Marymount student, she was a 
three-time recipient of the Inco Awards presented to the student with 
the highest academic standing in her grade. 

Ms. Furtak was recently selected to be one of 20 student ambas- 
sadors for the University. 

Local concert to raise funds for Colombia's street 
children 

On Friday, November 23, at 7:30 p.m., Laurentian University 
will host a benefit concert in Laurentian 's Fraser Auditorium. Tickets 
are $15. They can be purchased at Black Cat Too, Helvi's Flower House, 
Village International, as well as on the LU campus at the SGA Office 
and Reception. The concert will feature a public screening of a video on 
Colombia's street children and a raffle of number of items . Tax receipts 
will be issued for donations of $1 or more. 

This benefit concert is organized by the Sudbury Committee for 
Street Children of Colombia. This initiative seeks to raise $10,000 for 
the construction of a transition house for the children. These children 
were rescued from the streets and underground sewers, and are pres- 
ently under the care of the Children of the Andes Foundation. 

On stage during this concert will be Mauricio Montecinos. This 
local artist is a well-known composer, songwriter, guitarist and a per- 
former from Chile who has dazzled crowds across Canada with his folk 
Latin, flamenco, afro-latin rhythms, gypsy rumbas and pop ballads. This 
international artist, who now lives in Sudbury, has recently relased the 
CD entitled "Baila Conmigo," a fusion of Latin and World Music. 

Children of the Andes Foundation is a non-profit organization 
dedicated to the rescue, protection, and rehabilitation of street children 
in Colombia. It offers mem the means by which they can reintegrate 
into society as productive and self-sufficient individuals. Over the course 
of 14 years, the Foundation has developed and implemented a strategy 
to rescue homeless children and to optimize the quality of services ren- 
dered to them. 

The Foundation's programs are developed in accordance with 
the requirements of the Colombian Institute of Family Welfare. It is 
sustained by donations from individuals and from companies who are 
sensitive to and aware of this social dilemma Funding is also received 
from events and national campaigns that promote the work the Founda- 
tion does, as well as from international organizations that finance spe- 
cial projects.

The chances 
of it happening in Toronto or Lon- 
don are minimal. 

Lastly, our school offers some 
top- notch programs, including 
SPAD (only U of BC offers a similar 
course in Canada), Commerce, Ge- 
ology (rated in the top 5 in Canada), 
PHED and our Nursing program. 

With all these positive aspects 
to Laurentian come a few negative 
issues as well. I am sure you have 
experienced negative issues in your 
time here at LU. Dealing with admin- 
istration issues is sometimes slow 
and a bit of a hassle, but I am sure 
you will find that anywhere you go. 
Also, our funding to varsity sports 
has been cut substantially in the last 
couple of years. This not only hurts 
our school's "team spirit", but we 
also lose some potential students who 
would have enrolled here had our 
other sports still been available, (i.e.

I realize my opinion is biased 
because I currently attend Laurentian 
and I have never be enrolled in an- 
other university. I have, however, 
seen glimpses of other schools by 
visiting friends and family, and I am 
happy with my choice of location for 
my post secondary education. Get 
involved, see what is out there, 
Laurentian students. This place has 
a lot to offer its students, and many 
of us do not realize how fortunate we 
are.

The album includes the more 
mainstream hits like Smile and Wave, 
Cubically Contained, Blonde and 
Blue, Settle and of course Tweeter, 
but it's the tracks from the first two 
albums that really get the fans going. 
It's All Over, When something Stands 
for Nothing, And, Hearts Love & 
Honour and of course the best of the 
best, Cemetery will bring back 
memories of seeing the band perform 
in Kingston, Toronto and even The 
Townehouse (before Hugh decided 
he hated it there). 

If there was one track that I 
would recommend as the best of the 
Headstones, I would have to recom- 
mend Three Angels. The music is 
mellow, but the hard core feeling is 
still there. Most people I know will 
list this as their favorite track from 
Picture of Health, if not the entire 
Headstones collection. 

The Greatest Fits is not a 
cheap cop out as many bands have 
done. The band has created a great- 
est hits package that not only brings 
out the best of the band, but proves 
that there is still so much more to be 
done by the band. Forget all the other 
bands that people claim to be the best 
Canada has to offer. The Headstones 
are pure Canadian... hard-core heart 
and soul! 
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Garbage 
- Beautifulgarbage 

I have never been that big of 
a fan of Garbage. There has always 
been something about the band that 
I didn't like. Their tracks have always 
been a little more harsh than they 
needed to be, crossing from alterna- 
rock in to the metal stream without 
the proper sound. But, with 
Beautifulgarbage, the band has fi- 
nally, in my view hit a sound that 
makes the disc pretty interesting. 

The album is full of tracks 
like Shut your Mouth with brings 
with it a hard, metal edge, but also 
includes tracks like Androgyny 
which are more on the alternative 
rock side. Listening to this album for 
a second time I finally figured out 
what it is about their music that 
sounds familiar. The style that Gar- 
bage has adopted is that of a mod- 
ernized Bowie. They cross different 
styles with ease creating original 
sounds the whole time. The album 
includes tracks with hip hop beats, 
80's stylings and pure rock riffs. 

Beautifulgarbage is one of the 
most interesting albums I have lis- 
tened to. The band pulls off so many 
different styles and good tracks that 
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Eels - Souljacker 

Ever since their first album 
Beautiful Freak, the band Eels has 
always been on the edge of the 
mainstream. The band has just 
never really conformed to the main- 
stream releasing albums that truly 
reflect the 'alternative' genre. 

Souljacker is the bands fifth 
major release which delves deeper 
into untouched areas of an alterna- 
tive world. The album is a strange 
mix of every style of music you can 
think of and is more along the style 
of the later releases of Beck. Eels 
has a slower, more melodic pace to 
much of the tracks on the album 
without much of a dance floor feel 
that overtook Beck a few albums 
back. The groups vocals have a very 
inviting, almost childlike innocence 
to their sound, yet the songs are 
quite out there. 

There isn't anything that 
stands out on the album as unique 
since the entire album is quite dif- 
ferent. I don't know if I would rec- 
ommended this album unless you 
are already a fan. Eels is an acquired 
taste. There is no real genre to place 
Eels in... except 'different'. 




Lit - Atomic 

Forever on the edge of 
popular, Lit has once again tried to 
break out completely with their lat- 
est album Atomic. I don't know 
what it is about this band, but they 
just don't seem to break out with 
their new tracks as big as other 
bands of the same genre. 

Lit has always been a band 
in search of a sound, there last al- 
bum really seemed to be a bridge 
between pop, rock, alternative and 
mainstream punk. With Atomic 
they seem to have almost nailed 
down a more punk sound that will, 
of course, be more accepted in the 
mainstream. They are basically a 
cheaper version on Blink 182 and 
Green Day. this album is much 
better than the last with tracks that 
will actually make you listen more 
than once. Tracks like Something 
to Someone, Addicted and Happy 
in the Meantime give the band hope 
for a longer stint on the altema/punk 
scene. 

Check out a few of the 
tracks if you can, but if you like 
Blink, then this album is a pretty 
good addition to you collection. 



Hank Williams - 
Timeless 

I know what you are all think- 
ing. Everyone out there except for the 
real die-hard country fans think I 
have flipped out reviewing a Hank 
Williams Cd, but this one is differ- 
ent. Timeless is actually a tribute al- 
bum with twelve different music stars 
paying tribute to one of the greatest 
of all time. 

The artists don't take too 
much artistic license with the songs 
as other tribute albums, but there are 
still some pretty big names giving the 
songs that extra something. Just pic- 
ture Bob Dylan, Sheryl Crow, Beck, 
torn Petty and Keith Richards sing- 
ing tracks like Your Cheatin' Heart 
and Can't Get You Off of My Mind. 
It's strange... but interesting. Other 
artists who seem to fit a little better 
on the album include Emmylou 
Harris, Lucinda Williams, Keb' Mo', 
Johnny Cash and even Hank 
Williams III. 

Check this one out if you even 
have only a small interest in country. 
The songs of Hank Williams are great 
and this album puts his best work into 
a more modern perspective. 



Baby Blue Soundcrew 
- Urban Nostalgia

have listened to the other Baby Blue 
albums befoe pawning them off on 
Cobb, but this one is probably one 
ofthe best rap compilations ever.

iho Real Origin 
of Halloween 

Halloween originated with the an- 
cient Celtics. October 3 1 st marks the New 
Year or the Samhain (a solar festival). This 
night marked the final day for harvest and 
was not intended to be "evil". On this nig 
all Celts would extinguish their fires in 
homes and meet in the center of the village. There would be 
a large fire where everyone would relit their fires from. Those who had 
a fire burning in their homes would be charges a fee. Only the Druids, 
those in the priestly caste of Celts, were allowed to have fires burning. 
Dressing up in costumes was a way of warding off lost spirits. 

The Celts believed that the laws that governed space and time 
were weakened at this time of the year making it easier for the living 
and dead to communicate with each other. They believed that on this 
night that spirits of the dead would roam the earth. 

Even today the custom of extinguishing the fire in ones home is 
still practiced. Some still create a central bonfire and dance around it. 
Often, trenches are dug around the fires to create the appearance of the 
sun. 

Trick or treating came possibly by a couple of means. First it 
was customary in old Ireland for people to go door to door and collect 
food and money in preparation for the festival of St. Columb Kill. Other 
customs consider the collection of offerings for those roaming spirits as 

a way to ensure the safety of dead rela-

In the 1930s, Halloween was mainly an 
adult's holiday. However, this changed 
in the war years when most of the male 
adults were away at war.
